Deformed Perfons, and Eunuches, 
and Old Men, and Baltards, are Enuious : 
For he that cannot poflibly mend his 
owne cafe, will doe what he can to im- 
paire anothers; Except thefe Defects light, 
vpon a very braue, and Heroicall Na- 
tute ; which rhinkerh to make his Na- 
turall Wants, part of his Honour : In that

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it fhould be (aid, thatan Eunuch, or a!

Aboue all, thofe are moft fubie& to

[nuidia,gocth in the Moderne languages, 


we fhall{peake in handling Sedition. It is 
a difeafe,in a State, like to Infection. For 
as Infection, {preadeth vpon that, which 
is found, and tainteth it; So when Enuy, 
isgotten onceintoa State, it traduceth 
cuenthe beft Actions thereof, and tur- 
neththem into anill Odour. And there 
fore, there is little won by intermingling 
of plaufible Actions. For that doth argue, 
but a Weaknefle, and Feare of Enuy, 
which hurtethfo much the more, as itis 
likewife vfuall in Infections; which if you 
fearethem, you call them vpon you. 
This publique Enuy, feemeth to beat

Cok Goddelfe, in re{pectof the great Deare- 
nefle of Frenafbip, between them Two. 
The like or more was between Septimius 
Senerus,and Plantianu. For he forced his 
Eldeft Sonne to matry the Daughter of 
' Plantianus ; And would often maintaine 
' Plantianus,in doing Affronts to his Son: 
‘And did writealfoin a Letter to the Se- 
nate, by thefe Words; I loue the Man fo 
itrell as I wifh be may oucr-lite me. Now 
it thefe Princes, had beeneas a Traian, or 
'a Marcus Aureliw, A Man might haue 
‘thoughr, that this had rocceded of ana- 
bundant Goodneffe 0 Nature; But being

Bur 
Wounds cannor be Cured without Sear- 
ching. He that cannot lookce intu his own 
Eftace at all, had need both Choofe well, 
thofe whom he employeth, and chanze 
them often: For New are more Timo- 
rous, and lefle Subtile. Hetharcan looke 
into his Eftate but feldome, it behouerh 
him to turneall to Certainties.A Man had 
need, if he be Plentifull, in fome coached 


Expence, to beas Sauing againe, in fome 


other. Asif he be Plentifull in Dier, to be 
Sauing in Apparell: If he be Plentifull in 
the Hall, to be Sauing inthe Stable: And 
the Jike. For he that is Plentifull in Expen-| 
ces of all Kindes, will hardly be preferued | 
from Decay.

the ancient Northern People, were wont 
-}todoeby Lot : Cafling Lots, whar Par: 
fhould flay at home, and what fhould 
fecke their Fortunes. WhenalVarre-like 
State growes Soft and Effeminate, they 
may be fureofa Warre.

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fuch States are growne rich, in the time of 
‘their Degenerating ; And fo the Prey in- 
,uiteth, and their Decay in Valour cncou- 
‘rageth a Warre.
